Aiitues Chastes in British pharmacy has passed away. Al-

and Druggist for twenty-nine years, from 1870 to 1899, and a

Britain from 1900 to 1909. A wonderfully versatile man, he was 
learned in the law pertaining to pharmacy and in all trade 
movements as he was in the more recondite study of pharma- 
ceutical words and phrases. [His commentary on the origin of 
the names of drugs which have been reprinted from time to time 
1 Tue American Drucerst ffom the X-rayser column of The 
Chemist and Druggist was always bright and informing, and 
vealed a feeling for pharmacy that was deep and sincere. <A 
work on the history of pharmacy, particularly in its philological 
bearings, had just been completed by him within a recent period 
and copies were promised for delivery in New York by Christ- 
mas. This posthumous book will be certain to shed added lustre 
on his noteworthy career. His death removes one of the ablest 
and most polished writers from the field of pharmaceutical jour- 
nalism, and the intelligence of it will be received with sorrow by 
all pharmacists familiar with English pharmaceutical literature. 


In English politics after dinner speeches 
An After offer opportunities for important announce- 
Dinner Speech = ents of general lines of policy, and it is 
quite an understood thing that this oppor- 
tunity will be taken advantage of by political leaders from time 
to time. With us the after dinner speech is rarely a thing to 
seriously consider, usually consisting of a string of disconnected 
anecdotes not even remotely related to the topic assigned to the 
speaker. A notable exception to the American rule was made 
in the interesting address delivered at the annual banquet of 
the Alumni Association of the New York College of Pharmacy 
last week by Prof. Joseph P. Remington, of Philadelphia, chair- 
man of the committee of revision of the United States Pharma- 
copeeia. As our readers have been made aware, pharmaccutical 
circles during the past three months have been actively engaged 
in the discussion of the different aspects of pharmacopceial revi- 
sion. The demand for greater publicity in connection with the 
work of the pharmacopceial committee has made itself heard 
from various quarters. The possibility of radical changes in the 
methods of conducting pharmacopceial revision has been set forth, 
and some of the criticisms of the work of the revision committee 
have not been lacking in acerbity. 


As chairman of the Committee 

The Physician and the of Revision, Professor Rem- 
Pharmacopoeia ington has naturally felt a cer- 
tain responsibility for the con- 

duct of the work in the past, and a desire to direct the course of 
affairs in such a way as to give the best possible results in the 
future. In his address to the New York Alumni he discussed 
the subject under three separate heads: The physician and the 
Pharmacopeeia, pharmacopeeial graft, and pharmacopceial public- 
ity. In the first period of its existence the Pharmacopceia of the 
United States was the work of physicians. Pharmacists had no 


part in its preparation or publication. It was then, as now, the 
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work of a private organization, but at that time the association 


contained no representatives of pharmacy. In 1830, when the 


delegates convened to revise the work, they were presented with 
a volume which had been revised completely by the Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy, and this revision was so well made, so 
intelligent and so satisfactory that it was adopted almost in toto 
by the convention. In recognition of the services rendered by 
pharmacists the convention of 1830 formally invited the colleges 
of pharmacy of Massachusetts, of New York, and of Philadel- 
phia to send delegates to the next decennial convention, which 
did

they Che men sent were so competent and so efficient that 


evel that period pharmacy has played a most important 
part in the revision of the Pharmacopeeia. In fact, the pharma 
cists have had to plead with medical men in order to get them 
to take a proper interest in the work of revision and in the vol- 
ume when revised. Professor Remington in his address, which 
is published elsewhere in this issue, takes the view that the in- 


terest of the practising physician in the Pharmacopoeia begins 


and ends with the additions, the deletions and the doses. The 
pharmacist, which term includes the botanist as well as the 
chemist, is the proper authority to determine questions of 
strength, of identity of tests and of purity. The aid of the 
pharmacologist must be invoked in the determination of the 
activity of certain drugs and preparations such as digitalis and 
the serums, but outside of the work of the pharmacologist the

It is the province of the physician to know what drugs should 


be used. It is that of the pharmacist to know whence the drugs 
are derived, how they should be prepared, and to what tests they 


shall be submitted

as a matter of fact, the majority of 
drugs sold never at any stage of their history pass under the eye 
of the physician. It may be an ideal situation that would requiré 
the intervention of a physician in every case of illness, and 
would prevent all use of drugs save under the direction of a 
physician; but no such condition exists in the United States, nor 
is it likely to come about, One very intelligent wholesale drug 


gist estimates that only 10 percent. of the drugs consumed are 


used under the direction of a physician, If, therefore, the 


pharmacopeia is to be a universal standard, it must be used as 
a standard for drugs which reach the consumer without having 
been within the cognizance of the physician. Indeed, even where 
the physician prescribes a remedy, in the majority of cases he 
does not see the drug itself, or if he does, sees it under circum 
stances which do not admit of his passing upon its strength or 
purity While it is highly desirable for a physician to know as 
much as possible of drugs and pharmacy, the high degree of 
specialization to which the study of medicine has been brought 
renders it impracticable for the medical student to have more 
than a superficial knowledge of pharmacy. This is a phase of 
the subject which was not touched upon in Professor Reming 
ton’s address, but which we think gives strong support to his

Publicity fall under two heads: First, impractica-

This suggestion on the part of the chairman is a distinet con

Harry MecDavit, 
of Irvington, a suburb of New Jersey, is said to have cooled off 
a tube of nitrous ether and notwithstanding this fact it exploded 
when he was about to open it, a piece of the glass burying 
itself in his eyeball. The introduction of this form of nitrous 
ether has been undoubtedly a boon to pharmacy, but druggists 
must bear in mind that in handling it there is a possibility of 
explosion and should therefore protect themselves against the 


consequences of a possible explosion. 





THE FEDERAL LAW REGARDING INTERSTATE 
LIQUOR SALES. 


HE growth of the prohibition sentiment, as shown inthe 
adoption of prohibition laws in the majority of the states 
of the Union, has Jed to the shipment of liquor in packages from 
one state to consumers in another, who were thus enabled to 
evade the state laws. This condition has led to the enactment 
“of a law by Congress, known as sections 238, 239 and 240 of the 
Penal Code of the United States, which will become effective 
January 1, 1910. These sections are intended to prevent the 
shipment of spirituous, vinous, malted, fermented or other intoxi 
cating liquor of any kind from without into any state in which 
the prohibition law is enforced. The only way in which this can 
be accomplished is to insist upon publicity, and thus make it 
possible for the state authorities to recognize and seize any 
liquors which are shipped into territory under their jurisdiction. 
In view of the importance of this act we print it in full below: 

Sec, 238. Any officer, agent or employee of any railroad com 
pany, express company, or other common carrier, who shall 
knowingly deliver or cause to be delivered to any person other 
than the person to whom it has been consigned, unless upon the 
written order in each instance of the bona fide consignee, or to 
any fictitious person, or to any person under a fictitious name, 
any spirituous, vinous, malted, fermented, or other intoxicating 
liquor of any kind, which has been shipped from one state, terri 
tory or district of the United States, or place non-contiguous to 
but subject to the jurisdiction thereof, into any other state, terri 
tory, or district of the United States, or place non-contiguous to 
but subject to the jurisdiction thereof, or from any foreign coun 
try into any state, territory, or district of the United States, or 
place non-contiguous to but subject to the jurisdiction thereof, 
shall be fined not more than five thousand dollars, or imprisoned 
not more than two years, or both. 

Sec. 239. Any railroad company, express company, or other 
common carrier, or any other person who, in connection with 
the transportation of any spirituous, vinous, malted, fermented, 
or other intoxicating liquor of any kind, from one state, terri 
tory, or district of the United States, or place non-contiguous to 
but subject to the jurisdiction thereof, into any other state, terri 
tory, or district of the United States, or place non-contigous to 
but subject to the jurisdiction thereof, or from any foreign coun- 
try into any state, territory, or district of the United States, or 
place non-contiguous to but subject to the jurisdiction thereof, shall 
collect the purchase price or any part thereof, before, on, or after 
delivery, from the consignee, or from any other person, or shall 
in any manner act as the agent of the buyer or seller of any such 
iiquor, for the purpose of buying or selling or completing the sale 
thereof, saving only in the actual transportation and delivery of 
the same, shall be fined not more than five thousand dollars. 

Sec. 240. Whoever shall knowingly ship or cause to be 
shipped, from one state, territory, or district of the United States, 
or place non-contiguous to but subject to the jurisdiction thereof, 
into any other state, territory, or district of the United States, 
or place non-contiguous to but subject to the jurisdiction thereof, 
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or from any foreign country into any state, territory, or district 
of the United States, or place non-contiguous to but subject to 
the jurisdiction thereof, any package of or package containing 
any spirituous, vinous, malted, fermented, or other intoxicating 
liquor of any kind, unless such package be so labeled on the out- 
side cover as to plainly show the name of the consignee, the 
nature of its contents, and the quantity contained therein, shall 
be fined not more than five thousand dollars; and such liquor 
shall be forfeited to the United States, and may be seized and 
condemned by like proceedings as those provided by law for the 
seizure and forfeiture of property imported into the United 
States contrary to law. 


THE NEW HUNGARIAN PHARMACOPOEIA. 
HE third edition of the Hungarian Pharmacopoeia, which 
will be the legal standard January 1, 1910, belongs to the 
two-language kind, the volume consisting of two distinct parts, 
one in Magyar and the other in Latin. A study of the articles 
devoted to a description of the official preparations does not 
reveal the inclusion of any. striking innovation, the general 
tenor resembling the terms adopted by the German, Swiss and 
\ustrian pharmacopeeias. Among present additions to  thera- 
peutics the following have been included: 
\cetylsalicylic acid; zthylmorphine hydrochloride; ammo 
nium sulphoichthyolate; antipyrine salicylate; bismuth subgal 


late; eucaine hydrochloride B; guaiacol carbonate; hydrogen di- 
oxide solution, concentrated (30 percent.) ; silver proteinate ; 
tannin albuminate, kreatinized (honthin); theobromine sodium 
salicylate; trional 


HERE are 525 official preparations, eleven surgical dressings 
and 106 reagents. ‘The volume, however, is not devoted 
solely to a description of the official preparations, ete. but in- 
cludes a list of the apparatus and utensils with which every 
pharmacy must be provided, and the regulations affecting the 
dispensing and sale of certain official preparations. Among the 
former are included a steam and distilling plant, a tablet ma 
chine, an apparatus for sterilization and a microscope, besides 


analytical apparatus, ete. 


aw regulations affecting the dispensing of certain prepara 
tions present some interesting features. Certain official 
preparations are marked in the pharmacopeeia with one or two 
asterisks, respectively, and it is to these that the following re- 
marks apply. In the first place, all such preparations may only 
he sold on a physician’s or veterinary’s prescription, and the 


lose must be written out in full. In the case of substances, 


designated with double asterisks, they are to be dispensed in 


powder form, in single doses, it being forbidden to send out 
the prescription in bulk (a method largely favored by sick club 
organizations for reasons of economy). Copies of prescriptions 
calling for an ingredient marked with an asterisk may not be 
made up, and a prescription containing a substance, designated 
with two asterisks, may only be repeated on bearing the re- 
newed signature of a physician and the remark “repetatur” or 
“reiteratur.” = Prescriptions containing an ingredient marked 
with one or two asterisks may only be sent out provided they 
bear full directions for use; should these not appear, the medi- 
cine may not be dispensed and the pharmacist is required to 
explain the reason to the holder of the prescription. A pre 


scription calling for a preparation marked with two asterisks 
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must be made up within forty-eight hours if the place possesses 
a pharmacy, otherwise this must be effected within a period of 
four day The list of preparations designated with double 

terisks includes the most potent drugs, such as arsenous acid, 
ipomorphine hydrochloride, atropine sulphate, cocaime hydro 
chloride, codeine hydrochloride, hydrargyrum — bichloridum, 
hvdrargyrum biniodidum, hydrargyrum salicylatum, morphine 
hydrochloride, phosphorus (Pastilles of nitroglycerin 0.0005 
vr), physotignine salievlate, pilocarpine hydrochloride, scopola 
mine hydrobromide, soluton of arsenic, Fowler's; strychnine 


nitrate, tineture of strophanthiuts, et

PHARMACY LAW BEFORE THE COURT OF APPEALS. 
A POINT of considerable interest to pharmacists will he de 


cided when the Court of Appeals, the court ot last’ resort 
in this State, hands down its opinion in the case of the State 
Board of Pharmacy vs. A. D. Matthews & Co., the Brooklyn 
dry goods concern, It may be well to recall brietly the facts im 
the case Phese show that inspectors of the New York State 
Board of Pharmacy purchased tincture of iodine, tincture ot 
arniea and spirit of camphor from an unlicensed girl clerk em 
ployed by the defendant firm at a time when she was not “im

7 contention of the defendants, who have brought the case 


up to the highest court in the State, was that the articles 
sold were not medicines and that the law did not contemplate 
that a licensed pharmacist must be personally present) when 
medicines were sold. ‘This was clearly brougint out in the argu 
ment of Hieronimus A. Herold, the attorney for the Board of 
*harmacy Phe defendants-appellants “im the argument made 
by their attorney sought to show that the articles sold) were 
neither medicines nor poisons and were consequently excepted 
irom the provisions of the pharmacy law. Proof of the state 
ment that tineture of iodine 1s not a poison was submitted im 
the form of the poison schedules of the pharmacy law, in neither 
of which is tineture of iodine or the other articles listed. “The 
further important point was made that if the Legislature gave 
power to the Board of Pharmacy to restrict the sale of harm 
less preparations to licensed pharmacists the act) providing it 


was unconstitutional as not being a valid exercise of the police 
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power, and it asked if such a restriction was not an invasion of 


private life 


* rebuttal the Board of Pharmacy made the point that the 


burden was not on them to prove that the articles were not 


within the exceptions of the pharmacy law, and numerous au 
‘thorities were cited to prove their contention. As to the con 
stitutionality of the statute under which the conviction was ob 
tamed, this question was disposed of by the attorney for the 
board in a most convincing manner, While conceding that an 
untrained person tight sell tineture of todine or spirit of cam 
phor a great many times without doing harm it was represented 
that such a person might frequently cause disaster by answers 
to questions as to the use, doses, application and poteney of the 
medicines sold. It was argued m conclusion that if section 190 
of the statute was unconstitutional, the rest of the statute was 
not therefore rendered void, and authorities were cited to sup 


port this view.

iple in the Constitution of the United States that no man. shall

But the several states may enact statutes under the police

cines or potsons to qualified persons and excluding certain ar 
icles, apparently medicines, from such restriction—it will be re 
membered that merchants in unincorporated villages three miles 
away trom a dru store are authorized under the pharmacy law 
to sell non-potsonous medicines, or so called domestic remedies 
his exception was characterized by the attorneys for the de 
fendant- appellants as unjust) discrimination, inasmuch as un 
licensed persons were not allowed to sell the same drugs and

A S we have remarked, the final decision of the court in this 

case will mean much, for if the constitutionality of the 
statute is denied it will affeet many similar. statutes bearing 
on the regulation of trades and professions.

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THE NEED OF UNITY AMONG PHARMACISTS. '! 
By Pror, Joseru P, Remincron, Ph.M,,

The great need in pharmacy at the present moment is unity 

Now, if ever, is the time when the differences of opinion 
between the retailer and the jobber, the disagreements between the 
buyer and the seller, the antagonisms between the manufacturer 
and the distributor should be forgotten and laid aside so that 
every branch of the drug trade may unite in protecting its vital 
interests which are involved in the approaching revision of the 
United States Pharmacopacia, This book is no longer a mere 
boos of formulas and of academic standards; it is a book of 
laws. By its standards every branch of the drug trade is affect 
ed. It is therefore of the first importance that in the revision 
of the Pharmacopecia the drug trade of the United States should 
act together and make of the volume one which will be repre 
sentative of all that is best in the drug trade, that is fair and 
just in protecting the interests of the consumer, of the physician 
and of the pharmacist, without imposing undue burdens on the 
producer, the distributor or the dispenser 

\ consideration of this topic requires the introduction of 
some matters of history, The Pharmacopeia of 1820 was a 
Vharmacopecia compiled by physicians for the use of physicians. 
It reeeived but seanty consideration even at the hands of the 
medical profession, It exerted but little influence on the con 
duet of the trade in drugs, The revision of 1830 was likewise 
the work of physicians and was constructed from the physician's 
point of view with but little regard to the pharmaceutical aspects 
of the work. In fact, owing to a misunderstanding, two sep 
arate) Pharmacopevias were published—one in New York and 
one in) Philadelphia, The Philadelphia College of Pharmacy 
presented to the convention of 1840 a complete revision of the 
Pharmacopoaia of 1830, which was accepted by the committee 
almost in its entirety. This signalized the entry of pharmacists 
into pharmacopecial work, and the convention of 1840, in recog 
nition of the services rendered by the Colleges of Pharmacy ot 
Boston, New York and Philadelphia, ‘provided that the next 
annual pharmacopovial convention should include delegates from 
the incorporated colleges of pharmacy, 

At that convention, held in 18s0, thirty delegates were present 
from fifteen medical colleges and societies and two colleges of 
pharmacy. ‘This revision, like that of 1840, was a book mad 
by pharmacists. The interest of the medical profession in- thy 
Pharmacopaia, which had never been general, waned instead of 
vrowing and, except for a comparatively few faithful leaders, the 
medical profession at large took less and less interest in’ the 
work. Notwithstanding the efforts of the officers of the con 
vention to maintain the interest of physicians in the work, the 
majority of the medical bodies entitled to representation failed 
to appoint delegates and in 1800 only fifteen medical associations 
and twenty-three medical colleges sent celegates, while twenty 
five pharmaceutical associations and twenty-three colleges of 
pharmacy were officially represented at the convention, The 
Pharmacopeeia remained and has remained since 1840 a phat 
macists’ book. The only interest which the physicians had in the 
work was in the question of articles which should be added 
ind those which should be taken out 


There has been some talk of the physician “coming into his 
own” in the control of the revision of the Pharmacopecia, In 
fact, there is said to be a movement on foot for the “recapture” 
of the Pharmacopecia by the physicians. This is based wholly 
on a misconception, The Pharmacoperia never has been a phy 
icians’ book save for the first two issues, and these commanded 
little attention even from medical men themselves. In the nature 
of the case the book can have little interest for medical men, 
ave as to the doses, the articles to be admitted, and those which 
ire to be left out. With the standards, the tests, the assay

concern Or interest other than a general one of securing the 
best; but these subjects are vital to the drug trade, in every 
minute detail. 

The Pharmacopoeia Becomes a Law Book. 

When the act of June 30, 1906, became a law by act of Con 
gress the Pharmacopoeia became itself a part of the law By 
it every transaction of the druggist and of the pharmaceutical 
manufacturer ig judged legally. Therefore, it is the pharmacist 
who should prescribe its standards and devise its methods, and 
it behooves all branches of the drug trade, manufacturer, dis 
tributor and retailer alike, to lay aside their individual differ 
ences for the present and act together so as to retain in the 
ranks Of pharmacy the principal work connected with the re 
vision of the Pharmacopecia Every organization of druggists 
which is entitled to representation ‘at the decennial convention 
to be held at Washington, May to, 1910, should see to it that 
it sends able, representative delegates who will co-operate with 
the other representatives of the drug trade in protecting the 
rights of the pharmacist. :

The opium assay is in a class by itself, not because it pre 
sents greater difficulties than other alkaloidal assays, but be 
cause the behavior of morphine toward solvents and toward 
alkalies is exceptional, For other alkaloidal assays, a general 
process can be outlined which in most cases requires modifica 
tions only in certain details to adapt it to this or that drug. 
As a rule, also, assay methods suitable for any crude drug, re 
quire only slight modifications for application to the galenical 
preparations of the same drug. The general assay process 
which today finds widest favor has been evolved from the old 
Prollius method for the assay of cinchona bark—it used as a 
primary solvent for the alkaloids of a drug a mixture of ether 
(with or without chloroform) with aleohol and water of am 
monia, The method was adopted as the most useful general 
one by the present writer as carly as 188. C. C. Keller in 
Switzerland, working independently adopted about 102° a 
method founded on the same principle, viz.: Causing a suitable 
solvent to act upon the alkaloids of a drug at the moment they 
are set free by the action of an alkali. Weller’s processes, more 
or less modified, have been widely accepted as the basis of the 
present Official assay methods. The older plan was to exhaust 
a drug with alcohol, or possibly with acidulated water, and then 
separate the alkaloids from the resulting solution, which was 
generally highly charged with inert substances. The alternative 
plan is to leave the inert substances as far as possible undis 
turbed in the residue of the drug. Assay processes were thus 
greatly simplified and shortened, and the alkaloids were ob 
tained as a rule in a much purer form

A Pipette Filler. 


An ingenious device for filling pi 
pettes, made after the suggestion of Doc 
tor Scholvein, is described in a_ recent 
issue of the Apotheker-Zeitung (No. 35, 
1909). It is a very simple arrangement, 
consisting merely of a rubber ball with 
two openings through which the pipette 
is inserted, the lower one piercing a 





stopper-like protrusion which fits into the 
neck of a flask, and which is fenestrated. 
By compressing the bulb the fluid in the 
flask is forced up into the pipette and 
wien the required amount is obtained 
the top of the pipette is stoppered by 
the finger in the usual manner. Such 
an arrangement will be appreciated by 
those who have to handle corrosive, 
poisonous or unpleasant fluids. It is 
made by Franz Hugerschoff, of Leipsic, 
who holds the German patent. Any

Lain is an ointment consisting of equal parts of zine oxide 
and naftalan. It is employed as an antipruritic and anodyne. 

Lazaro! consists of acetic ether, acetic acid, ethereal oil, 
glycerin, chinosol, alcohol and water, 

Lecibrin is a combination of brain lecithin 33% percent. 
with nucleo-proteins. It is employed as a nerve tonic and re- 
constructive. 

Leciferrin is the name given to a sweetened, liquid 
lecithin-iron preparation, which contains besides lecithin and 
iron, 7 percent. of cognac and aromatics. 

Ledomin is a veterinary antiparasitic, consisting of a 
saponaceous emulsion of petrolatum, and a small quantity of 
creolin, 

Linoval is a new ointment base, which is claimed to pos- 
sess bactericide properties. It contains 93 percent. petrolatum. 

Litolein is a liquid petroleum product, obtained by dis 
tilling petroleum and petrolatum under certain conditions of 
pressure and temperature, which is exploited as an antiseptic 
and antiparasitic remedy in skin diseases. 

Luesan is a specialty produced from syphilis secretions, 
which is supplied in two forms: A—for internal use, B—for 
external use (by pencilling), in syphilitic exanthemes and ulcers 

Lupina Powder is exploited as an antiseptic and antacid 
remedy, and consists of a mixture of condurango extract, citric 
acid, pepsin, calcined magnesia, magnesium peroxide, cane sugar, 
milk sugar, starch and menthol. 

Lyptol and Lysan are names given to a mixture, employed 
as a disinfectant for instruments and hands, im 3 to 5 percent. 
solutions. 

Lyringbin is the fanciful name given to a tluidextract 
prepared from Lyriosma pana-cerminata, which is exploited as 
a specific in impotentia virilis, and as a superior and non-toxic 
nerve tonic. ’ 

Lysan-—See Lyptol. 

Maculanin is potassium amylate. Caustic, like potassium 
hydroxide, but milder in action 

Magnesol is the trade name given to an ¢ffervescent solu 
tion of magnesium citrate. The article is marketed with and 
without sugar, 

Makrobiose is the name given to a food and tonic prep- 
aration, containing 43 percent. of egg albumin. 

Malourea is another trade name for veronal or malonyl- 
urea, 

Maltyl is the name given to a dry extract of malt, which 
is supplied in form of powder and_ tablets. 

Maltyl preparations are the following: Triferrin-maltyl; 
Milch-maltyl; Maltyl with iron; with quinine and iron; with 
iodide of iron; with lime, iron and manganese; with lime and 
phosphorus; and with pepsin. 

Mammin is an organo-therapeutic preparation of the mam- 
mary glands. Brownish powder, marketed in 0.3 and 0.5 tablets 

Medinal is the monosodium salt of diethylbarbituric acid 
(Veronal), 

Medol is the name of a creolin liniment intended for use 
in veterinary medicine and dermatological practice 
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Meligrin is described as being obtained by the condensa- 
tion of dimethyloxyquinizine methylphenylacetamide. It is 
a white crystalline powder, soluble in water, and of bitter 
taste. It is intended as a succedaneum for migrainin and 
other antineuralgics of the antipyrine class. 

Mercochinol is mercury oxyquinolsulphonate; it is in- 
tended for both internal and external use. 

Mergandol is the name given to mercury sodium glycer- 
ate in solution, each Cc. of which contains 0.0035 Gm. of mer- 
cury. Given by intramuscular injection, 2 Cc. being injected 
every second day. 

Metacresolanytol is a proprietary specialty recommended 
for the treatment of erysipelas. It is a black, syrupy liquid, 
having the odor of ichthyol, and soluble in water in all pro- 
portions. 

Morphosan is a new name given to morphine methylbrom- 
ide, a substitute for morphine, asserted to be nontoxic. 

Mucoferrin is the name given to a specialty, which is said 
to be prepared from the mucin and: mucoid substances of 
snails and the hyloid substance of freshly slaughtered oxen, 
by precipitation with ferric chloride. The preparation is 
similar to carniferrin, and recommended for the same pur- 
poses. 

Neocithin is the name given to a lecithin iron prepara- 
tion, which is recommended as a tonic remedy. 

Neocithin-Kola-Pastiles are also supplied by the same 
manufacturers. 

Neoform is bismuth oxytriiodophenate. It occurs as a 
yellow powder of a faint odor, and insoluble in the ordinary 
solvents. It acts as an antiseptic by gradually liberating 
iodine. 

Nesain is the name given to an arsenoprotein preparation 
for hypodermic use, 

Neuralthein is the trade name given to the sodium salt 
of para-ethoxyphenylamido-metasulphonic acid. It is said to 
be an antipyretic. 

Neurosedate is a mixture said to contain bromides, co- 
deine, hyascine, valerian and geutian, and is employed as a 
nervive sedative. 

Neuroton is chemically spermonuclein salicylate. 

Nizin is the trade name applied to zinc sulphanilate, used 
in the treatment of gonorrhcea. 

Novolax is the name given to a laxative chocolate coated 
tablet, said to contain phenolphthalein and tamarinds. 

Okistiptin is a new trade name applied to cotarnine hy- 
drochloride, or stypticin. 

Oleomangan is described as an emulsion of olive and 
petroleum oils, with peptonates of iron and manganese. 

Orchicithin is an organotherapeutic preparation made from 
testes. Used in sexual neurasthenia. 

Orsudan is the acetyl derivative of kharsine. 

Osdurgen is the name applied to a water soluble lecithin 
preparation, in powder form, which is said to contain readily 
soluble calcium and iron salts. 

Oxygar is the trade name adopted for a hydrogen diox- 
ide preparation, made by a patented process, and marketed in 
glass tubes. 

Pezdotheon is the name given to a nutrient preparation, 
containing extract of malt and hematogen. 

Paidol is an infant’s food manufactured in Switzerland, 
and consisting chiefly of powdered cereals. 

Panthal is defined as a sterile permanent yeast prepara- 
tion, containing no added medicaments. It is recommended 
as a remedy in wounds, chronic skin diseases, etc. 

Pantopon is stated to be a combination of the total alka- 
loids of opium in the form of chlorides, one part represent- 
ing five parts of opium. 

Paralysol is a solid cresol preparation, occurring in white 
needle shaped crystals. Used for disinfecting combs, 
brushes, etc., in 0.5-0.75 per cent. solutions. 

Parathyreodin is the name given to a preparation of the 
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thyroid gland in form of tablets, each containing 0.1 Gm. of 
the epithelial substance. It is exploited as a remedy in 
tetanus. 

Peran is the name applied to a chilblain remedy, contin- 
ing 1.5 per cent. of anesthesine in admixture with ichthyo, 
camphor, tannin and lanolin. 

Peroxydol is the name applied to a medicinal grade of 
sodium perborate, intended for making medicinal and cos- 
metic preparations, liberating hydrogen dioxide. 

Perulin is a name given to an ointment, containing zinc 
oxide, liquid paraffin, japan wax, balsam of peru, lead acetate, 
carbolic acid and wool fat. 

Phagocitin, as formerly marketed, consisted of an or- 
ganic compound of arsenic. The preparation, as now offered, 
is said by the manufacturers to be a sterile solution of so- 
dium nucleinate. 

Phenacodine is the name given to a migraine tablet, con- 
taining phenacetin, caffeine, codeine and guarana. 

Phenetidine Amida-Aceto-Hydrochloride occurs as white 
crystals, soluble in sixteen parts of water. It is recommended 
as an antipyretic. 

Phenostal is the trade name applied to what are termed 
“carbolic acid tablets.” 

Phenyphrin, recommended as a local anesthetic in dentis- 
try, is said to contain 0.02 Gm. alypin and 0.1 Gm. solution of 
‘extract of the suprarenal gland (1 in 1,000), in 1 Ce. of phys- 
iological salt solution. Supplied in sealed vials, ready for 
use. 

Pherosten is described as a meat juice, containing 4o per 
cent. of albumin and recommended as a nutrient. 

Phorison is a new name adopted for phosidin, a substance 
originally introduced under the name of ferrosin. 

Phosidin, formerly called ferrosin, according to Zernik 
consists of twenty-four parts of iron and thirty-four parts 
of phosphoric acid. 

Phosphergot is a trade name given to a mixture of equal 
parts of dried sodium phosphate and powdered ergot. Rec- 
ommended in neurasthenia and general weakness. 

Phosrachit is the name given to a stable preparation of cod 
liver oil containing phosphorus. 

Protoferrin is the name applied to iron paranucleinate, 
which is supplied in form of powder and tablets. 

Ptyophagon is the name given to a sputum disinfectant, 
supplied in the form of watersoluble tablets, which are essen- 
tially composed of sodium cresolate. 

Pulmacol is the name given to a syrup of potassium guaia- 
colsulphonate, combined with extract of thyme. 

Purgamenta is the name given to a mixture of alcoholic 
solution of phenolphthalein and honey of fennel. 

Pyocyanase is the name given to a mixture of bactericidal 
bodies and nucleases, obtained by the antilysis of certain bac- 
teria, which, like the proteolytic enzyme of bacillus pyocya- 
neus, is capable of dissolving the protoplasm of various bac- 
teria (diphtheria, anthrax, etc.). The remedy, relatively non- 
toxic, is applied by insufflation and spraying, and has been 
recommended particularly in cases of grippe and spinal men- 
ingitis. 

Pyrenol, which is claimed by its manufacturers to be a 
definite chemical compound, benzoylsodium thymoxbenzoic 
acid, has been investigated by Zernik, who pronounces it to be 
simply a mechanical mixture of equal parts of sodium salicy- 
late and sodium benzoate, with about one-fifth of one per 
cent. of thymol. 

Pyricit is:the name given to a new disinfectant in the form 
of a grayish white powder, soluble in water, and containing 
borofluorine and sodium bisulphate. A two percent. solution 
is represented to be an effective bactericide. 

Pyroiodon is a mixture of pyramidon and its hydroiodic 
acid salt, and is recommended as a succedaneum for the alkali 
iodides subcutaneously. It is marketed in ampuls.

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Stovaine, Alypin and Cocaine.——-W. E.—The two first 
named substances are synthetic substitutes for cocaine. In chem- 
ical composition they all bear a certain resemblance to each 
other. Thus, stovaine is benzoyl-ethyl-dimethyl-aminopropanol 
hydrochloride, alypin is benzoyl-ethyl-tetramethyl-diamino-pro- 
panol hydrochloride, and cocaine is benzoyl-methyl-ecgonine. 
The respective chemical formulas are: Stovaine, CuH.:O:NHC1; 
alypin, CisH2O:N:HCl; cocaine (hydrochloride), Ci;H::NOsHC1. 

Stovaine was discovered in 1904 by a French chemist named 
Fourneau, who was then employed in the laboratory of E. 
Fischer, in Berlin. It is interesting to know how the substance 
got the name it now bears, one so seemingly defiant of all the 
laws of orthography, The name of the inventor, Fourneau, is 
French for stove, a cooking or kitchen stove. The derivation 
of the word is thus plain to be seen. 

Alypin was discovered in 1905, a year later than stovaine. Its 
named is formed of the Greek word, alypeo, meaning “to free 
from pain.” 

Cocaine has a much longer history, having been known from 
1855, in which year it was discovered by Gaedke, who named it 
erythroxyline. 


Pastes for the Removal of Superfluous Hair.—R. A. M. 
submits a prescription for a compound intended for use as a de- 
pilatory. He says that the calcium bisulphite named in it is not 
available as a powder, and asks us to express our opinion of the 
prescription as a whole. The prescription follows:

The more we study this “prescription” the more our wonder 
grows regarding its original purpose. We do not believe it was 
intended for use as a depilatory at all. Calcium bisulphite is 
only obtainable in saturated solution, but why this and sodium 
hyposulphite should be combined with compound chalk powder, 
of all things, and labeled a depilatory we are unable to hazard 
a conjecture. Sodium hyposulphite has never previously been 
credited with depilatory properties, and the use of compound 
chalk powder, with its 50 percent. of sugar, has heretofore been 
confined to the treatment of diarrhoea in infants. The mixture 
is simply an absurd mess, and we advise uor correspondent to 
have nothing to do with it. 

The simplest form of depilatory, such as is used generally in 
all “beauty parlors,” consists of a solution of sodium sulphide, 8 
percent. 

Of pastes for the removal of hair from any part of the body 
before operation, the following is used by French army surgeons:

The lime and the sodium sulphide must be finely powdered in 
separate mortars. The sulphide is then well mixed with the 


starch, and with this the lime is carefully incorporated. Water 
is then added in just sufficient quantity to form a soft paste, 
neither a fluid, which is inert and useless, nor a grumous pow- 
der, which cannot be applied. The area which is to form the 
field of operation is well washed with soap and a brush in plenty 
of hot water, and all the longer hairs are clipped with scissors. 
The paste, freshly made, is then applied with a bone spatula 
over the area to a thickness of rather less than one-tenth of an 
inch. After waiting for five minutes, and making sure that all 


the hairs are detached, the layer of paste is easily removed with 
a sterile swab and a small jet of boiled water. The surface is 
left completely denuded of hairs, and particular care must be 
taken to avoid leaving any of the paste behind, as it will set up 
a secondard caustic action. The area is then kept covered with 
a sterilized dressing until the operation begins. 

In the New York city hospitals barium sulphide is preferred 
to sodium sulphide, as in the following formulas, which are taken 
from The Hospital Formulary of the Department of Public 
Charities :

To apply, make one teaspoonful of the powder into a paste 
with three teaspoonfuls of water, and apply to the parts with an 
ordinary shaving brush in a moderately thick and even layer. 
After four or five minutes the parts should be moistened with a 
wet sponge, when, after another five minutes, the hair can be 
removed by washing off the mass. 

Bed Bug Exterminators.—K. \WW. M.—It is somewhat diff- 
cult to advise properly regarding the extermination of bed bugs 
and similar insects without having some knowledge of the part 
to be attacked. If the wall paper is infested, as is frequently 
the case, it should be stripped off and the surfaces washed with 
plenty of soap and water. If it is found impracticable to wash 
out the parts infested by the insects, the most effectual means of 
extermination is the application of benzin, kerosene, or any of 
the light petroleum oils. These should be introduced into all 
crevices with small brushes or feathers or by injecting with a 
small syringe. Oil of turpentine may be used in the same way. 

The most satisfactory article for sale over the counter is a 
solution of corrosive sublimate in red cedar oil. “The poisonous 
character of the compound makeseit dangerous for use where 
there are children or irresponsible persons 

Another effective application is a specially prepared kerosene 
emulsion, which may be scented and colored in any desired 
manner. A suggestive formula is the following:

Paint and Varnish Remover.—\W. T. C.—Most compounds 
of this description consist of strong solutions of the caustic 
alkalies, though some have an alcoholic or ethereal basis, and 
this is the kind that is usually marketed, but as they are inflam- 
mable special care must be observed in their use. The follow- 
ing mixture works well:

An Englishman’s Ideas of Circularizing. 

Distributing a pamphlet from: house to house is a good way 
of creating sale for a new proprietary, and a good way of aug 
menting the sale of an old one. You can tell the story all at 
once in a pamphlet, whereas in a newspaper you can only tell 
ita little bit at a time, and will be wise if you resist the tempta 
tion to tell it too fully. ‘The “bit-at-a-time” principle can be fol 
lowed out in the pamphlets too. Before deciding to use, atid be 
fore considering how to write, a pamphlet “ is very desirable 
to consider how it will be distributed and what it is likely to 
cost, remarks ‘Vhomas Russell, in a recent issue of the Chemist 
and Drugeist 

Distribution of printed matter from house to house costs 
pretty much the same per thousand whether one distributes 
thousands or millions. It is generally a good deal less than 
the cost of the books, and there is sound policy in going to a 
little expense to prevent the books being wasted. Of course, 
one can contract with the local bill-poster to undertake the dis 
tribution; but fewer books will be wasted if we engage men of 
our own and pay them directly. What has to be done is to get 
a book into the letter-box or under the door of every house 
worth sending a book to; and whether a particular class of 
house is worth a book or not depends upon the specialty itself 
No house must have more than one book, and it is desirable to 
prevent books being distributed into the gutter or fireplace, 

Avold Waste in Distribution. 

In order to exercise this necessary precaution, experience 
shows that we need two sorts of workers. We need a man, ot 
men, to carry the books and put them into the houses, and 
another man to see that the actual distributors are doing their 
work. Of course, it will often happen that a retail druggist 
(herein notice his advantages as compared with the large whole 
sale advertiser!) may know a man whom he can trust with the 
job unsupervised, Tf so, he will do his distribution cheaply. If 
not, he must find somebody to supervise the actual labor, and, 
of course, this means that he will have to pay twice over; but 
it is better to pay twice over than to waste one’s book, and it 
must be remembered that a book is assuredly wasted unless. it 
gets in some way or other actually into the house, On the doorstep 
or in the garden will not do. On the other hand, it is not ad 
visable to knock at the door and make the inmate or the servant 
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open the door to receive an advertising pamphlet. Knocking 
at the door causes the distributor to waste, in listening to the 
angry remarks of the townspeople, valuable time that might be 
employed in distributing book: \lso it hurts the distributor's 
feelings, and this is not good for the advertiser. Where the 
houses do not have letter-boxes a pamphlet can be pushed under 
neath the door, and, as a special hint, | may add that if a door 
fits so tightly that a book cannor be pushed underneath, it will 
very often have a space at the top over which a book can be 
pushed, This hint carmes with it another, The distribution 
must be done by men, not boys, because boys are not. tall 
enough to reach over the top of the door. There is also another 
reason for not employing boys, and that is that, although they 
are cheaper than men, they are much more irresponsible, and 
what we save in labor we shall lose in) books 


The Proper Size for a Pamphlet. 

As to the size of the pamphlet, many anxious inquiries will 
be made. ‘The answer is something like that made by Abraham 
Lincoln to a question as to what ought to be the standard length 
of a soldier's legs. Mr. Lincoln said in reply that, in his opimon 
a soldier’s legs ought to be long enough to reach down to the 


ground, ‘The same with a pamphlet. A pamphlet ought to be 


ong enough to reach the end of the story that is to be told in it. 
everything depends upon the nature of the specialty. One thing 
nay require a twenty-four or a thirty-two page book, while an 
other can be described in an cight-page book 

Just as it is impossible to say how big a pamphlet will have 
to be, so it is impossible to. say what the pamphlet will cost 
Phe expense of it will vary according to the size and also ac 
cording to some other things. One class of goods will demand 
better printing than another class. A simple pill or cough mix 
ture does tot require such elaborate and expensive printing as 
a cosmetic. Another thing which affeets the price of pamphlets 
is the number that we can print. The setting up of type and 
preparation of pictures, if any, have to be done at exactly the 
same cost, whether one thousand or a hundred thousand copies 
are to be printed. But whereas a thousand copies would have 
to bear the whole of this expense, each thousand in a hundred 


thousand would only have to bear © pereent. of it

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THE WATERBURY CASE IN COURT. 


Publication Before Trial Believed to Be Unconstitutional—Intent 
of Section Ten of Food and Drugs Act. 
(From our Regular Correspondent.) 
Washington, December 7.—Arthur P. Greely, counsel for the 
Waterbury Chemical Company, has presented to the Supreme 
Court of the 
the constitutionality of Section 10 of the Food and Drugs Act, 


District of Columbia a supplemental argument on 


under which the Waterbury Company was entitled to a notice 
or hearing before the recent seizure of some of their cod liver 


oil compound by the Department of Agriculture. Mr. Greely 
SaVs 

In the present case the publication of the fact of seizure as 
required by the Admiralty rules (D.C. Admiralty Rule 9) in a 
newspaper m the city of Washington cannot but have the effect 
of damaging claimant's business. The fact of seizure may not be 
particularly serious, for the money value of the goods seized is 
not great, but the publication of the fact of their seizure under 
the FKood and Drugs Act carrying with it to the minds of every 
one the inevitable conclusion that the goods of this claimant have 
been found to be in violation of the Food and Drugs Act and 
therefore are goods to be avoided and not to be purchased or 
used, it is this which is calculated to and does damage claimant's 
bustmess. 

Unless this publication of the seizure, and, necessarily also the 
seizure itself, since the publication ts an inevitable consequence of 
the seizure, was the result of due precess of law, it is contrary 
to the provisions of the fifth amendment to the Constitution, and 
the seizure is an unreasonable seizure forbidden by the fourth 
amendment. 

Concerning the due process of law he says: 

In the present case some one must be presumed to have as 
sumed to determine that the Metabolized Cod Liver Cil Com 
pound seized is muisbranded, such determination must have in 
volved an examimation of the goods, otherwise it could hardly 
have been asserted that they contain no cod liver oil, or that they 
could not be a tissue builder.. Who assumed to determine this 
we do not know, but its determination was surely action judicial 
in its nature and required for tts legal exertion that opportunity 
to appear and be heard be given. It is surely as important as, 
and is of the same nature, as an assessment of taxes in that it in 
volves loss of or damage to a property right. 

If the Food and Drugs Act permits action to be taken so de- 
structive to the property right of the present claimant as has been 
taken in this case, without providing for an opportunity to be 
heard, it is clearly repugnant to the due process of the require 
ment of the fifth amendment to the Constitution, and the 
seizure was an unreasonable seizure such as is forbidden by the 
fourth amendment. 
the the Drugs Act he con- 


Discussing constitutionality of 


tinues : 

Section 10 of the Food and Drugs Act provides for seizure of 
adulterated or misbranded foods or drugs, and it is under this 
section of the act that seizure was made in the present case. ‘The 
section does not expressly provide how it is to be determined 
whether or not the goods are adulterated or misbranded Phat 
the procedure provided for by this section may be resorted to 
for the purpose of getting possession of goods bearing the same 
labels as goods which have previously, by due process of law 
titer opportunity to be heard has been afforded, been found to 
be adulterated or misbranded, is not here questioned. It was 
probably the intent of Congress by this Section 10 to provide a 
means by which foods or drugs judicially determined by due 
process of law to be adulterated or misbranded, could be gath 
ered up and so disposed of as to protect the public against de 
ception or injury. So construed, this section of the Act may 
fairly be regarded as not only not repugnant to the Constitution, 
but as even necessary for the effective enforcement of the Act 
It may often happen that foods or drugs judicially determined 
to be adulterated or misbranded are upon the market in large 
quantities at the time the decision is rendered, and that it is 
highly desirable to prevent such goods from reaching the con- 
eumer to his detriment. In order to do this Section 10 may prop 
erly be resorted to and the food or drug wherever it 
can be 

Whether Section 10 may be resorted to for the seizure of 
foods or drugs which have been held by the Department of Agri 
culture to be adulterated or misbranded upon a hearing as pro 
vided in Section 4 of the Act, in advance of the determination 
of the question by a court of competent jurisdiction is open to 
serious question but need not here be considered. In the present 


seized 
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case no opportunity to be heard either before the courts or defor 
the Department of Agriculture has been afforded. 

Regarding the proper procedure under the Act Mr. Gree! 
Says: 

But while following the procedure prescribed by Section 4 0! 
the Food and Drugs Act publication is not provided for util 
after judgment of the court, and must therefore be considered un 
authorized if given out before such judgment, the officials charge: 
with the enforcement of the Act have in the present case by th 
procedure adopted brought about publication of the statement tha! 
Metabolized Cold Liver Oil Compound is) misbranded in th 
opinion of such officials. By so doing they have, without oppor 
tunity for hearing, inflicted a penalty which under Section 4 0! 
the Act may be inflicted only after a judgment of the court. Thi 
is “sentence first—verdict afterwards.’ 

If the proceeding in the present case is in accordance wit! 
law and is “due process of law,” there is in the hands of the 
officials charged with the enforcement of the Food and Drug 
Act a weapon which may be used to damage and destroy. thi 
business of any manufacturer of foods or drugs without an op 
portunity to be heard, and such manufacturers, whether engaged 
in the manufacture of foods and drugs which are wholly fre« 
from any just eriticism as either adulterated or misbranded o1 
not, are dependent for the continuance of their business upon thx 
diseretion of these officials and the accuracy of such analyses a 
are made under their direction. Can it be possible that Congre: 
intended to put such a weapon in their hands without possibility 
of supervision or restraint? 

That there is danger here is clear. That Congress had any 
such intent is not clear. Phat the Act 18 to be so read as to havc 
this effect is not clear. On the contrary it is clear that the Act 
has no such meaning and cannot have any such meaning unde 
the Constitution. 

Continuing further Mr. Greely contends that 

The question of constitutionality is here raised as a questior 
of the utmost importance, and while it is confidently believed that 
on the merits of the case judgment will be rendered in claimant’ 
favor, the importance of this question overshadows even the 
question of merits. 

No question is here raised ot the importance and necessity of 
the Food and Drugs Act or of the demand, in the interest ot 
the public, for its vigorous enforcement. But however great suc 
demand may be it cannot justify or excuse deviations howevet 
slight from legal modes of procedure, and cannot justify or ex 
cuse disregard of the rule that constitutional provisions for the 
security of person and property must be Itherally construed. The 
“law of the land.” “due process of law" under which judgment 
can be rendered only after trial, under which condemnation must 
follow and not precede a hearing, must govern in the enforce 
ment of even the Food and Drugs Act

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PROFESSOR REMINGTON ADDRESSES NEW YORK 
ALUMNI, 

Pharmacopoeial Topics Discussed--Dr. Muir Reseots Innuendoes 
Successful Dinner of the New York Alumni. 


The annual dinner of the Alumni Association of the New 
York College of Pharmacy was held at Healy's Restaurant at 
Columbus avenue and Sixty-sixth street, on Wednesday evening, 
December 1. The Jungle Room, in which the dinner was served, 
was well filled, the attendance being quite up to the usual mark. 
The dinner was presided over by HH, A. Herold, who at the con 
clusion of the dinner introduced as the guest of the evening 
Prof., Joseph P. Remington, of Philadelphia, stating that he had 
suggested a means of publishing the VPharmacopeeia which 


seemed most attractive from a business point of view 


The Pharmacopoeia as an Advertising Medium. 

Professor Remington said that the enterprising toastmastet 
had been quite busy setting forth the attractions of a wholly 
novel suggestion in connection with the Pharmacopovia, namely, 
that each alternate page would be devoted to advertising which, 
he felt convinced, would prove most remunerative. The profes 
sor satd that he wished to submit this question to a popular vote 
and on calling for a show of hands the proposal was rejected 
unanimously, Mr. Tlerold himself lacking courage to support it 
Professor Remington said that he was glad that the toastmastet 
had introduced the subject of the Pharmacopecia, as it gave him 
license to discuss several phases of pharmacopetal work. He 
said that the great need ino pharmacy at the present time was 
unity in all its branches in relation to the approaching revision 
of the Pharmacopaia. He brietly reviewed the history of the 
work, pointing out that it is essentially a pharmacists’ and not a 
physicians’ book, He urged that pharmacists awake to the need 
of keeping its revision in the hands of pharmacists rather than 
allow it to pass into the hands of physicians, or men who pur- 
ported to represent physicians. He said that there had been 
some intimations of pharmacopecial graft. He showed the ab- 
surdity of any such charge. Ile discussed the question of phar 
macoperial publicity, pointing out the objections to a preliminary 
publication of the text. The more important portion of the ad 
dress is printed clsewhere in this issue 

wen Melntyre, honorary president of the college, spoke

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unable to teel this it was that led to the charges of graft, 
charges carefully couched, however, in such yague and indetinite 
terms as to offer no possible chance of refutation. He chal 
lenged these defamers of the workers in pharmacy to come out 
and make specific charges and take the matter into court, where 
a quictus could be put on the agitation which was being carried 
on with such detriment to the calling,

veterinary tetanus antitoxines has been issued by the Department 

of Agriculture, based on the purchase of samples from various 
drug stores in Chicago, New York and Washington. These anti

the preparations of the individual manufacturers do not 
such marked differences in strength, yet they do not uniformly 
contain a sufficient number of units.” As a result of the investi 
gation the department reached the following conclusion : 


1. The veterinary tetanus antitoxines prepared by the different 
manufacturers have not a uniform potency, and the variation 
amounts in some instances to about two-thirds less than the 
strength which it should possess 

2. In order to insure a uniform strength, the manufacturers 
of veterinary tetanus antitoxines should be required to use the 
American standard, and to state on the label the number of 
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American units the dose contains, as is required for human 
tetanus antitoxine. 

3. The immunizing dose for a horse should contain at least 
1,500 immunity units of the standard established by the United 
States Public Health and Marine Hospital Service 

4. It is seen that the veterinary tetanus antitoxines vary ex 
travagantly in the unit strength, and some are comparatively 
weak in antitoxic potency, which shows the necessity for the same 
supervision by the United States Department of Agriculture over 
biological products used in veterinary medicine as is now exer 
cised by the United States Public Health and Marine Hospital 
Service over similar products used in human medicine. 

5. The request for such supervision should have the indorse- 


ment of the veterinarians and livestock interests of this country.

BOARD MEMBERS DEFEND THEMSELVES BEFORE 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


Appear Personally with Their Counsel to Show Cause Why Pro- 
ceedings Should Not Be Begun Against Them as Usurpers 
of Public Office Who Were Not Elected Legally—Assembly 
man Conklin Submits Complaint. 


Summoned before the Attorney General of New York State, 
in Albany, to show cause why they should not be proceeded 
against as usurpers on the ground that their election was illegal 
and their organization unconstitutional, Dr. William Muir, presi- 
dent of the New York State Board of Pharmacy, and Dr. Joseph 
Weinstein, secretary of the eastern branch of that body; Warren 
L. Bradt, secretary of the middle branch, and George Reimann, 
secretary of the western branch, appeared at a special hearing 
in the state house last Wednesday afternoon. The Resident Deputy 
Attorney General listened to the argument presented by Assem- 
blyman Robert S. Conklin on behalf of the Retail Druggists’ 
Protective Association of Greater New York, which was repre- 
sented at the hearing by Thomas Lamb. The board members 
were represented by Henry A. Peterson, of Steiner & Peterson, 
the attorneys for the eastern branch of the board, and by Harold 
D. Alexander, of Albany, an assistant district attorney of Albany 
County and counsel for the middle and western branches of the 
board. 

Assemblyman Conklin asserted that the members of the board 
are unlawful usurpers of public office and that they were not 
legally elected. Messrs. Petersen and Alexander maintained that 
the pharmacy law of New York state provided for the creation 
of the board as now constituted, so that the present members 
could not in any sense be considered unlawful usurpers of public 
office, even if the law subsequently is adjudged unconstitutional. 
Mr. Petersen also contended that the proceedings against the 
board before the Attorney General were wholly unnecessary, as 
the question as to whether the members are usurpers or are pos 
sessed of legal powers to regulate the practice of pharmacy will 
be taken up by the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
when the cases of violations alleged to have been committed by 
several Brooklyn pharmacists are heard in this tribunal.

Cassia buds, after advancing Ic, again declined, leaving the 
quotations at our previous range of 24 to 25c, though these 
figures might be shaded on a firm offer. 

Chamomile flowers are in satisfactory consumptive demand 
at 15 to 16c for Roman old, 25 to 30c for Roman new, and 25 to 
33c for Hungarian new. 

Coca leaves have advanced sharply to 30 to 4oc for Truxillo 
and 40 to 45c for Huanuco. The market seems somewhat un- 
settled and the prices quoted are irregular, showing a wide 
variation in the views of different holders. 

Cocculus indicus has been advanced to 514 to 6c on spot 
in sympathy with advices from toreign markets. 

Cubeb berries have advanced to 30 to 32c and are very firm 
at these figures. The tone of the market reflects that of Am- 
sterdam where stocks are reported light and the demand brisk. 

Cuttlefish bone is rather dull at 1714 to 18c for Trieste and 
53 to 60 for jeweler’s large. 

Codliver oil is in good demand and consumers seem to be 
able to prevent any accumulation of stocks, arrivals being ab- 
sorbed promptly by the trade. Norwegian is reported as very 
firm at Hamburg and in Norway. Local dealers have advanced 
their quotations to $23.50 to $26 for popular brands. 

Damiana is firm at 40 to 45c, a fair amount of business going 
forward at these figures. 

Digitalis has still further advanced and we now quote 30 to 
32c, the reports previously published regarding the comparative 
failure of the crop being confirmed from several quarters. 

Ergot has advanced to 40 to 42c for Spanish and 35 to 36c 
for Russian. Supplies on spot of Spanish are said to be very 
limited. The Russian is rather more plentiful. 

Glycerin is in active demand, and under the influence of this 
demaid and the strong position of the crude the chemically pure 
has been advanced to 19)4c in drums to 20!4c in cans. 

Haarlem oil has declined to $2.25 to $3 under the influence 
of new arrivals. The governmental supervision of the importa- 
tions still continues to be rigid, but recent arrivals have been 
in accord with the government requirements so that they have 
been admitted, which has eased the situation at least momentarily. 

Horehound is inquired for and being in scanty supply is 
firmly held at 63% to &c. 

Juniper berries, new crop, have arrived and sold at 5%4c. For 
the old stock 5¢ will be accepted. 

Lavender flowers have advanced to 15 to 18c for select, 
though the poorer grades may be had as low as 12 to I5c. 

Manna is cabled higher abroad and the weakness which de- 
veloped about a week ago in the market has disappeared, leaving 
holders quite firm. The range of prices for large may be put 
down as 70 to 85c, and 50 to 55c for small flake. 

Menthol has advanced under the influence of cables showing 
a very strong market in Japan, and we quote $2.75 to $3 on spot. 
The inquiry is brisk and holders are quite firm at the higher 
range of values. 

Opium has continued firm under the influence of reports from 
both Smyrna and London, but the extreme high range of prices 
has prevented any activity in the local market. In fact, the 
business done has been almost wholly in jobbing lots for imme- 
diate consumption. According to the Chemist and Druggist’s 
correspondent, the United States have been buying directly in 
Smyrna. Local dealers show no disposition to press sales 
at the prevailing quotations, which continue to be, as quoted in 
our last, $6 to $6.05 for original cases and $6.05 to $6.10 for job- 
bing lots. Powdered and granular rule at $7 to $7.10 according 
to quantity. Holders assert their belief that a still higher range 
of value will rule in the near future, stating that the statistical 
position of the drug fully warrants a still further rise in prices. 

Poppy heads have advanced to 22c for large and 18c for 
small, a very sharp increase, due to the scarcity of supplies both 
here and abroad.

Quinine is steady at 14c for bulk in 100 ounce tins. Th: 
demand is wholly routine in character, coming largely from pil! 
makers on previous contracts. The importations of bark from 
Java during the month of November were much below the aver- 
age monthly imports, though the quantity of bark offered at the 
fast Amsterdam sale was the largest offered at any time during 
the past year. 

Saffron, Valencia, has advanced sharply under the influence 
of limited supplies and brisk demand, and at the close prices have 
been marked up to $8.75 to $9, though the market is somewhat 
irregular and it is possible that odd lots might be picked up at : 
shade under the new quotations. 

Santonin continues very quiet, but prices are mainiained at 
$9.50 to $10 for crystals and $9.75 to $10 for powdered. 

Sugar of milk shows a firmer tendency and the market prom- 
ises to recover from the demoralization which has affected 
during the past year or so. While the quotations may be given 
as 9 to roc, many dealers have named g/4c as their inside figure. 

Thymol advanced $1.90 to $2 under the influence of increased 
inquiry. 

Vanilla beans are firmer under the influence of increasing 
demand and of higher prices in France for Bourbons. Tahiti 
have been marked up by local holders to $1 to $1.25. Bourbons 
are quoted at $3 to $3.25 on spot, though the $3 sorts are hardly 
up to the demands of critical buyers. 

Wax, Brazil, has been marked down to 30% to 314c for 
No. 1, and 241% to 26c for No. 2. No. 3 is unchanged at 19 to 
20c, though the latter figure may be shaded on a firm offer. 
Japan is somewhat firmer in tone, and our quotations of 9% to 
roc could hardly be shaded, as might have been done a fortnight 
ago. 


Chemicals. 

Acid, picric, has been reduced to 28 to 30¢. 

Acid, carbolic, is weak, but a fairly good business is going 
forward at the decline noted in our last to 8'%4 to 9i4c in crystals 
for bulk, and 14% to 15%c in bottles. 

Arsenic, white, is in fairly good consumptive demand at 27% 
to 314c. No new contracts are reported, however, the movement 
being wholly on existing contracts. 

Blue vitriol has advanced to 4 to 4%c under the influence of 
the higher range of prices for the parent metal. 

Rochelle salt and seidlitz mixture have declined under the 
active competition between rival makers, and is now quoted at 
1614 for Rochelle salt in single barrels and 16c in barrels of five 
lots of ovér. In five barrel lots seidlitz mixture is quoted at 
12%. 

Essential Oils. 

Anise is firmer and the inside quotation has been raised to 
$1.07% for oil of a satisfactory test. 

Cassia is higher under the influence of cables from China, 
where the increase in price of silver has naturally affected all 
the drugs of Chinese origin. On the spot no change in quota- 
tions will be made, with range all the way from 87'%c to $1.40 
as to test and seller. 

Citronella is advanced to 26 to 27¢ under the influence of an 
active demand and of unfavorable reports regarding the supplies 
available in the East Indies. 

Cubeb has advanced sharply to $2.75 to $2.90 under the influ- 
ence of a higher range of prices for the parent drug. 

Geranium, Turkish, has been marked up to $3 to $7.50 as to 
brand. 

Lavender has advanced to $1.75 to $2.50 as to manufacturer 
and quantity. Reports from English distillers are most unfa- 
vorable and even a higher range of prices is quite possible. 

Lemon oil is being taken by consumers in satisfactory volume
